Metro has confirmed the 
president of the Edmonton 
Police Association is no longer 
in charge. 

Metro heard from two an¬ 
onymous sources Wednesday 
that Maurice Brodeur has 
been removed from the post 
pending the results of an in¬ 
ternal investigation,, which 
vice-president Bob Walsh then 
confirmed. 

Walsh will fill the role of 
president during the inves¬ 
tigation. 

He said the investigation 
is “nothing serious” and not 
criminal in matter, and that 
Brodeur could potentially be 
reinstated once it concludes. 


He said the board instructed 
him not to comment further. 

Metro also obtained a copy 
of an e-mail sent from Walsh to 
police officers stating that com¬ 
plaints were received from the 
general membership against 
Brodeur dealing with alleged 
violations of EPA bylaws. 

All rank and file police of¬ 
ficers are members of the as¬ 
sociation, which represents 
members during contract ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Brodeur has been in public 
conflict w r ith Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service Chief Rod Knecht 
in recent weeks. In late July, 
he held a press conference to 
say the chief punishes officers 
too harshly and called for an 
investigation into a “toxic* 
culture of fear. 

Knecht said Brodeur’s com¬ 
plaints were off base, noting 
EP!s concluded 1,397 investiga¬ 
tions in 2015 and only 4.5 per 
cent of those subjected officers 
to any form of discipline. 

Metro attempted to contact 
Brodeur, but phone calls were 
not returned.

As the River Valley Alliance prepares 
to pitch a new series of projects on 
the edges of the city, Mayor Don 
Iveson is pitching a new one in the 
heart of Edmonton. 

The Alliance, which is made up 
of municipalities in the region, pre¬ 
sented a new list of projects they 
would like to build over the next five 
years to councillors on Wednesday. 

Iveson pitched a project of his own 
however, looking to create a prom¬ 
enade like the Vancouver Seawall 
extending along the north shore of 
the river from the Waiterdale Bridge 
to Government House Park. 

Iveson said it would Fill a real need 
in the city and could lead to seasonal 
coffee shops and other amenities in 
the valley. 

"We have so many people running 
and biking and walking their dogs 
and power walking along River Val¬ 
ley Road right now that it's actually 
getting quite congested,* he said. 

The city is working on a project 
around the Ross dale power plant 
now and Iveson expects when that 
is complete there will he a lot of 
pressure to extend it. 

"When people see that they're 


going to say this is fantastic and J 
want more," he said. 

Larry Wall, executive director of 
the alliance, said they're looking at 
projects that fill in the gaps in trail 
systems between communities. 

"Moving forward the projects we 
see now are about connecting many 
different municipalities. 1 ’ he said. 

Wall said that doesn't mean ]ve- 
son's idea can't be done and they’re 
taking their list of proposed projects 
to communities specifically to hear 
feedback, 

"It's not at all incompatible with 
the broader interests," he said. 

Iveson said he wanted to keep the 
alliance in the loop on the idea, but 
if they’re not prepared to fund it. 
the city could also look at funding 
the project on its own. 

Jn total the alliance has 52 00 mil¬ 
lion worth of projects including ped¬ 
estrian bridges and trail extensions 
that would create an uninterrupted 
trail between fort Saskatchewan 
and Devon. 

Wall said the alliance hopes to 
finalize its list of projects and then 
go to the provincial and Federal gov¬ 
ernment for support.

The S tupid Hackathon |also 
known as the Stupid £"t No¬ 
body Needs and 'Jenible I deas 
Hackathon) invites - people to 
create websites, apps or non- 
tech-related inventions. 

Saturday's event runs from 9 
n.m. to 8 p.m., so participants 
will have less than 12 hours 
to finish, although they can 
do prep work at home first if 
needed. Categories for entries 
include “smart garbage,” "ed¬ 
ible electronics" and "assistive 
drinking" 

Some of Lee's favourite pro¬ 
jects from past events include 
Tinder for Babies, a device that 
connects sensors to food and 
tweets every time you take a 
bite, and banana zippers. 


“One person sewed a zipper 
into a banana peel, so if you 
don't want to eat your whole ba¬ 
nana you can zip :t up and eat it 
later," explained Lee, who is an 
artist and senior web designer. 

While most of the projects 
are secret for now, Lee will be 
making "modesty capes" toclip 
onto the back of jeans or short 
shorts. “There's a little cape 
that comes down and hides 
your bottom and the backs of 
your thighs, and just lets you 
be a little more modest while 
enjoying the summer," she said.

To Fringe is to be Canadian, 
according to a new documen¬ 
tary film on the nation-wide 
theatre phenomenon. 

On The Fringe filmed Fringe 
festivals in 16 Canadian cit¬ 
ies every day for four months 
in 2014. 

Director Cory Thibert, a 
touring Fringe artist himself, 
says the most interesting part 
of making the documentary 
was to document bow Fringe 
festivals across Canada influ¬ 
ence, and are influenced by 
the cities they inhabit. 

“Each city has its own fla¬ 
vour and artistic support," said 
Thibert. He says cities such as 
Edmonton and Winnipeg have 
a dedica ted support base. That 
differs from the larger centres 
such as Toronto which have 
competing festivals through¬ 
out the year, 

Thibert says that support 
base could have had its own 
documentary made about it. 

“There is so much that goes 
into it," said Thibert. He, and, 
executive producer Nancy 
Kenny, decided to focus on 
the experience of the Fringe 


as performers, attempting to 
capture what it's like to travel 
and perform throughout the 
country. 

“It's possible to build a repu¬ 
tation as an artist throughout 
the country," said Thibert. He 
says many artists want to show r 
the film to their families to 
capture exactly what it is they 


do. And now that the film has 
been shown internationally, 
thibert says it's possible to 
reflect on just how unique the 
experience is to Canada. 

“It creates the sense of a cul¬ 
ture within itself" said Thibert.

Association defends man charged with assault

The Edmonton Epilepsy As¬ 
sociation is calling for better 
police training on how to deal 
with people suffering from 
seizures, after an epileptic 
man was shot with a laser 
stun gun and charged with 
assaulting an officer. 

Spokesperson Gary Samp- 
ley said the man, who does 


not want to be identified in 
the media, was coining out 
of a seizure when he was ar¬ 
rested on June 24 after be¬ 
ing kicked, hit and stunned 
by police, which left him in 
hospital overnight. 

Police said the man had 
put his hands around an of¬ 
ficer’s neck. 

Sampley said it ls common 
for someone coining out of 
a seizure to be confused and 
react violently, and that they 
can't help the way they re¬ 


act while in a “blacked-out 
condition." 

"He just wants it to go 
away. He's somebody who's 
never had so much as a jay¬ 
walking ticket in his life, is 
a member of his church, has 
never been in any kind of 
difficulty with the police ser¬ 
vice or anybody, and this just 
happened out of the blue," 
Sampley said. 

"It's bad enough to have to 
live with the condition, but 
for something like this to 


happen is a very traumatic 
experience." 

Sampley is asking police 
to drop the charges and has 
obtained a letter from the 
man's epileptologist. 

He said the taser use is of 
particular concent, with num¬ 
erous documented cases of 
people with epilepsy dying 
after they were stunned. 

Metro called police union 
president Maurice Hrodeur 
hut he had not returned the 
call by press time. 


INJUNCTION 

Judge says 
city followed 
bylaws, project 
should proceed

A legal challenge that could 
have derailed construction of 
the Valley Line LRT ran out 
of steam Wednesday, when a 
judge mled in the city's favour. 

The Save the Footbridge 
group was seeking an injunc¬ 
tion on the project, citing an 
agreement between the city 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment from 1975, The agree¬ 
ment required the province's 
environment minister to sign 
off on any project in the area 
of the river valley near down¬ 
town, including the area the 
LRT will cross. 

Associate Chief justice John 
Rooke Found that the ruling 
was still in place — despite 
the city's arguments Otherwise, 

“It's clear that agreement 
has never been formally can¬ 
celled,” he said. "It would have 
been very easy for the province 
of Alberta and the City of Ed¬ 
monton to have formally can¬ 
celled the agreement." 

However, despite the agree¬ 
ment's continued existence, 
Kooke also concluded the pro¬ 
ject would not do irreparable 
harm to the valley. 


“That bridge is going to be 
replaced. It is going to be re¬ 
placed bigger and better with 
room for cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians," he said. 

He said the city had followed 
all of its bylaws on the project 
and there was considerable 
evidence through the funding 
agreements that the province 
was in favour of the project. 

“All of the documents indi¬ 
cate that the two government 
are co-operating on this pro¬ 
ject." he said. 

Brie Gormely, who brought 
the challenge forward, said 
the group is disappointed the 
judge didn't stop the project, 
but they're pleased he did find 
the agreement to protect the 
river valley is still in place. 

“That gives us a little bit of 
encouragement that maybe the 
province will step up,” he said. 

Gormely said he doesn't 
know what, if any, steps the 
group will take now, but be¬ 
lieves they drew attention to 
the issue. 

“The thing we are really try¬ 
ing to do is raise awareness 
about the importance of the 
river valley park system and 
make people aware that we are 
in danger of losing a valuable 
piece of parkland," he said. 

Project spokesperson Quinn 
Nicholson said the city is 
pleased with the decision 
and plans to work with the 
province to deal with the 1975 
agreement. 

“We are already in contact 
with the Government of Al¬ 
berta to clarify this matter, 11 
he said.

At the very best, Jason Kenney 
faces an uphill battle in his bid 
to unite the right, according to 
an exclusive ThinkHQrMetro poll. 

Kenney's approval numbers 
are not that promising on a prov- 
indrii stale according to ThirikHO 
president Mane Hemy. 

"He's got an advantage in 
terms of his profile with Alber¬ 
tans. but his numbers are not 
overwhelmingly strong." said 
Henry. “He's got 37 per cent of 
Albertans who approve of him. 
but he's got 35 per cent who 
disapprove. It’s kind of 'meh."’ 

The poll of 1,221 people, 
which looked at the popularity 
of potential candidates for the 
IK] Patty' leadership, comes with 
a caveat, Henry said. 

He notes the leadership will 
be decided by delegates sent to 
the convention, Eind that means 


just about anything could hap¬ 
pen. l he poll numbers are only 
a reflection of current popularity 
in the general population, and 
not who might win the leader- 
s hip race. 

lhe next highest approval rat¬ 
ing was Calgary PC MLA iarudra 
Jansen. She had a 19 percent ap¬ 
proval rating but a 25 per cent 
disapproval rating. 


Kenney polled very high in 
rural areas, with net approvals 
ranging from 13 per cent i n cen¬ 
tral Alberta to 24 per cent in 
southern Alberta. 

He bad a net approval of only 
three per cent in Calgary, and-20 
in Edmonton. 

The poll also delved into can¬ 
didates' approval rating amongst 
derided voters. Kenney's claims 


earlier this month that he might 
win over N DP voters don't hold 
water, according to the poll. 

For derided NDP voters, he 
had a 74 per cent disapproval 
rating. 

Mount Royal University polit¬ 
ical scientist Lori Williams said 
Kenney's disapproval numbers 
from progressive voters could 
point to a problem for the

Evening parking in downtown 
Ldmonton will no longer be free, 
as the city looks to boost raEes to 
deal with the downtown arena.

Home-based Noeyez Tattooz shut down; 
customers urged to get tested for viruses 


Alberta Health Services has 
ordered the closure of an “un¬ 
sanitary - home-based tattoo 
operation and is advising past 
customers to gel tested. 

Noeyez Tattooz was locat¬ 
ed in a house in Beverly, at 
] ISOS 32 Street and operated 
by David lestawich. 

According to Dr. Christo¬ 
pher Sikora, the medical of¬ 
ficer of health for AHS's Ed¬ 


monton. Zone, the operation 
didn’t have proper steriliza¬ 
tion or sanitation processes 
in place, meaning people tat¬ 
tooed there may have been 
exposed to viruses like Hepa¬ 
titis B and C, and HIV. 

"To prevent the spread of 
infection from one person to 
another, equipment used in 
tattooing must be cleaned, 
disinfected and sterilized ac¬ 


cordingto health standards," 
he said in a release. 

AHS is urging anyone who 
got a tattoo at Noeyez Tat¬ 
tooz or from lestawich to call 
Health Link at 811 to set up 
confidential testing to deter¬ 
mine whether they've been 
infected. 

The tattoo shop was or¬ 
dered closed on August 11. 
and the closure order will 


remain in place until all vio¬ 
lations are addressed. Testa- 
wich isn't permitted to offer 
tattoo services while the shop 
remains closed. 

“It is the responsibility of 
all tattoo facility operators — 
whether residential or other¬ 
wise — to ensure all regula¬ 
tions are met and operations 
are compliant," Si kora said.

Severe lack of 
security found 
among food 
bank users

Almost half of the studen ts who 
use the food bank at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta are severely 
food insecure, meaning they've 
skipped meals or eaten less to 
get by. 

The findings come from a 
new survey by Moreen Willows, 
an associate professor of com¬ 
munity nutrition. 

8he set out to learn more 
about student users, and while 
she said it was no surprise 90 per 
cent were food insecure — they 
were using a food bank after 
all — the 45 per cent who were 
severely so were unexpected. 

“(We expected) having trouble 
sometimes accessing enough 
food to eat, but to be consist¬ 
ently going without food?" she 
said. “That meant over the last 
month respondents had reduced 
food intake or disrupted food 
patterns — they were skipping 
meals, they were eating less., 
That's quite dramatic." 

While the sample was small, 
only 58 students, and not ran¬ 
dom, Willows said the numbers 
are high enough to note. She 
points': out that only about 12 
per cent of the Canadian popu¬ 


lation is food insecure, and a 
much smaller percentage of 
that is very insecure. 

She also found that certain 
demographics were overrepre¬ 
sented. like Aboriginal and inter¬ 
national students. One in five 
respondents have children. 

The survey took place during 
the 2013-14 school year, during 
which the food bank got 73 re¬ 
quests for food hampers every 
month and served 1.176 people. 

Since then numbers have only 
increased* according to food 
bank executive director Cait- 
lin Phare. Last year they served 
2.033 people, and so far this year 
they’ve helped 1,280. which 
puts them on track to surpass 
last year’s numbers. 

She's expecting the upcoming 
year, their25th in operation, to 
be a busy one. It’s part economy, 
she said, but the cost of being a 
student has also gone up. 

■"Rising living costs, rising 
tuition costs, rising textbook 
costs, there's definitely been a 
lot of movement around trying 
to make it more affordable but 
the cost of living is going up," 
she said. 

She adds that students tend 
to only walk in the doors as a 
Last resort, but wants them to 
know they're welcome to come 
before things get dire. 

“We're here for when that 
paycheque didn't come in on 
time, or that week when you're 
at the end of the month and 
money is tight, 1 " she said. “We 
want to make sure that you 
have the supplies you need to

“A few weeks from now. 


you and thousands of other 
Alberta students will head back 
to class. And when you do, you 
have rights that your schools 
will respectwrote Eggen in 
the letter posted on lacebook. 
“You have the right to feel safe 
and welcome at school. 1 " 

T he letter also makes clear 
thEit students have the right to 
form Gay-Straight Alliances and 
to use the washroom that con¬ 
forms to their gender identity 

In an interview Wednesday, 
Eggen said he wanted to make 
clear to students they would he 
respected with so many debates 
recently on LGBTQissues. 

“School is starting straight 
away and we have had lots of 


developments around safe and 
caring schools,” he said. 

T he open letter includes an 
email where LGBTQ students 
can reach out to the ministry if 
they have an issue or concern. 
Eggen said that's not intended 
as a mechanism to go over the 
head of principals and school 
boards. 

“We work with our teach¬ 
ers and principals and school 
boards and from the beginning 
I have taken an approach that 
people own the policies and 
the approaches to quality in 
their schools on a local level,’ 1 
he said.

It was the right type of traffic 
jam for cycle track advocates 
in Calgary. 

On Wednesday, the city had 
'spokes’-people on hand, pedal¬ 
ling cookies to cyclists zooming 
through one of the highest traf¬ 
fic areas in the network to cele¬ 
brate a milestone to remember 
1.000,000 trips. 

Although the celebration was 
about a number — 1 million — 
that single cyclist may remain 
unknown. The trip was read at 
about midnight according to 
the city’s data. But. ultimately, 
the city is cele brating each and 
every wheel that hit the mark: 
the many that make one million. 

The numbers area celebration 
point, but there's still work to be 
done for the city’s downtown 
cycle network pilot.

took place. But other spots along 
the network, like along Stephen 
Avenue, aren't meeting their 
council set bendnirirks. of double 
or Eriple use. 

lorn Thivener, the city’s cyc¬ 
ling coordinator, said those mark¬ 
et's aren't what's going to make 
or break the project, in total they 
are looking into over SO mark¬ 
et's. and how the project moves 
forward — if it does — is all in 
councils hands after September. 

“Are people using the net¬ 


work? Absolutely,'* said 1 havener. 
"Are there sections that could be 
better connected to improve how 
they are? Absolutely. Could there 
be better designs that could be 
put in place to make them bet¬ 
ter? Yes.” 

Through the fanfare, curious 
pedestrians slopped to check 
out the city's charts, which are 
also available online.

One pedestrian, Tim Martin- 
dale, said he doesn't utilize the 
cycle track, but that's because of 
his commute from the C-lrain 
stop to his Eeltime office.

Beyond Pride Parade: 
Politicians put on spot 


Bride and politics are insepar¬ 
able, at least when you consider 
the history of LGETQh rights. 

But over the years, Calgary 
I "ride has been trying to untan¬ 
gle the mess of political lead¬ 
ers marching with more pomp 
and circumstance in the parade 
than in legislature. 

In 20 L5, Pride required pa¬ 
rade entrants to sign a pledge 
to underline their participa¬ 
tion in festiv¬ 
ities as an ally. 

This year, pride 
has further re¬ 
fined their ap¬ 
plication pro¬ 
cess to ensure 
politicians are 
putting their 
money where 
their mouths are — or, in this 
case votes. 

Applicants highlight their 
significant LGBTQ votes in 
a one-page submission and 
choose between a commercial 
application, and non-commer¬ 
cial — at separate price points. 

Craig Sklenar. director of 
government affairs with llide 
Calgary said the filtration sys¬ 
tem hasn't eliminated any par¬ 
ties from participating this year, 


and they don’t do deep dives 
on an individual's political past 
either. But it’s set up to give the 
board a more stringent view of 
an applicant's intentions. 

“It’s opened up the discus¬ 
sion and it has required parties 
to really think of the things 
they need to highlight, which 
we were excited about? he said, 
noting this is also the first year 
all parties will be represented. 

“We’ve seen 
even the Pro¬ 
gressive Con¬ 
servative party 
moving towards 
that direction.” 

Michael Con¬ 
nolly, MLA for 
Calgary-H awk- 
wood. is one of 
Alberta’s first LGBTQJdentified 
members of legislature. He said 
politicians in .Alberta have come 
a long way. 

“LGMQ rights are a lot more 
on people's minds and if a dif¬ 
ferent patty' comes into power 
they're more likely to support 
IGBTQ rights.” Connelly said.

New policy 
will come into 
effect Sept. 30 

Canadian citizens with dual 
citizenships will soon be al¬ 
lowed to fly into the country 
only if they have a Canadian 
passport. 

The policy will come into 
effect Sept. 30 as a final phase 
of Canada’s move lo an elec¬ 
tronic screening system to 
step up border security and 
boost exit control of travel¬ 
lers, including Canadians on 
government benefits. 

The upcoming require¬ 
ment has caught many by- 
surprise calling the practice 
“discriminatory" against 
dual citizens and a money 
grab, and is expected to cre¬ 
ate havoc as travellers with 
dual Canadian citizenships 
may find out only at the last 
minute when trying to board 
on a flight. 

Ottawa rolled out the elec¬ 
tronic travel authorization, or 
e'l'A. system last yean requir¬ 
ing air passengers — includ¬ 
ing all applicants for study 


and work permits, as well 
as those From countries that 
currently do not require a 
visa to come to Canada — 
to pay a &7 fee and submit 
th eir biographic, passport 
and other personal informa¬ 
tion through the immigra¬ 
tion department website for 
prescreening or face being 
denied entry — with a $7 pro¬ 
cessing fee. American citizens 
are exempted.

Canadians need to think about 
how far police should be al¬ 
lowed to go in accessing their 
electronic devices and com¬ 
munications. the federal pub¬ 
lic safety minister says. 

A federal review- of cyberse- 
curity will provide a chance to 
discuss a proposal from Can¬ 
ada's police chiefs for a new- 
law that would compel people 
to hand over passwords wit h a 
judge's consent, Ralph Goodale 
said Wednesday. 

The Canadian Association 
of Chiefs of Police says the 
measure is needed to fight 
criminals in cyberspace who 
increasingly use tools to hide 
their identities and communi¬ 
cations. 

In the United States, there 
are literally thousands of 
smartphones and other dig!till 
devices “sitting on shelves" 
because authorities can’t get 
into them, said Terrence Cun¬ 
ningham, a police chief in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and president of 


the international Association 
of Chiefs of Police. 

“And w-e know- that those 
devices hold the answers to the 
questions that w-e need so that 
we can hold people account¬ 
able and prosecute some of 
these cases," Cunningham said 
during the Canadian chiefs’ 
annual conference this week. 

After a speech Wednesday 
to the gathering, Goodale ac¬ 
knowledged that smartphones 
contain a wealth of personal 
data and can reveal much more 
about a person than an ordin¬ 
ary physical search might. 

Civil libertarians and pri¬ 
vacy advocates cried foul when 
the previous Conservative gov¬ 
ernment introduced legisla¬ 
tion that would have allow-ed 
police access to Internet sub¬ 
scriber information — includ¬ 
ing name, address, telephone 
number, email address and 
Internet Protocol address — 
without a warrant.

the torso, limbs and head — has 
prompted a discussion about 
Islam and women's bodies. At 


least five towns have banned 
them, and others are threat en¬ 
ing to follow suit. 

Prime Minister Manuel Vails 
say's the swimsuit reflects a 
worldview based on “the en¬ 
slavement of women* 

"That is not compatible with 
the values of France," Vails said. 

But Rim-Sarah Alouane, a re¬ 
ligious freedom expert at the 


University of lbuiouse, says the 
anti-burkini brigade is relying 
on outdated ideas about Islam 
to stigmatize France’s No. 2 re¬ 
ligion. 

“What is more French than 
sitting on a beach in the sand? 
We are telling Muslims that no 
matter what you do ... we don't 
want you here," said Alouane.

Meridian taking on big banks 
with digital-only services 


Ontario's largest credit union 
could soon be the biggest fi¬ 
nancial technology disruptor 
Canada’s Big Five banks face, 
as it seeks to launch a feder¬ 
ally chartered bank that will 
offer full digital-only financial 
services across the country. 

“I really do think Canadians 
are hungry for something dif¬ 
ferent," said Meridian CEO Bill 
Maurin. 

Meridian has seized upon 
new technology that enables 


it to offer an array of services 
without opening branches. 
The bank's lack of physical 
branches across the country 
means lower overhead costs 
and will help it offer the same 
low-cost structure Meridian of¬ 
fers its credit union members. 

“in the past, when distribu¬ 
tion was primarily through 
retail branches trying to com¬ 
pete directly against the large 
five was more challenging," 
Maurin said. 


Meridian credit union 
was created in 2005 and has 
270,000 members. It won't 
open any physical bank branch¬ 
es but will continue to oper¬ 
ate its S1 credit union outlets 
in Ontario. 

Its new bank plans to offer 
retail banking services such as 
personal chequing and savings 
accounts and loans, including 
mortgages, when it expects 
to open in the second half of 
20IS.

City says it's first to 
give UberX a licence 


The City of Toronto says it’s the 
first place in Canada to issue a 
“private transportation com¬ 
panies" licence to ride-hailing 
app Uber. 

The licence, which was 
issued Tuesday, puts Uber’s 
transportation service UberX 
into a category that's separate 
from taxis or limps. 

According to the city website, 
private transportation compan¬ 
ies have to connect prospective 
passengers with drivers of pri¬ 
vate vehicles through an app. 


The change is the result of a 
new bylaw that city staff say is 
meant to encourage “increased 
competition and innovation" 
in the ground transportation 
industry. 

A city representative says 
that with the new licence, To- 
mnto will begin to screen and 
issue “PTC driver licences" to 
individuals who drive for UberX. 
They say the screening includes 
criminal background checks 
and driving record checks.

Liberal MR Mauril Belanger, 
who passed away Tuesday al 
61, for bis grate under the 
cruel duress of ALS. In recent 
months many will also have 
tome to know of his deathbed 
wish to make the English ver¬ 
sion oTO Canada* gender- 
neutral. 

But most of Belanger’s 
battles were fought on a differ¬ 
ent language front. He earned 
his plate in Ontario history as 
one of a long line of political 
champions of the province's 
francophone community. 

It is a role that has long 
tome with the job of repre¬ 
senting: Ottawa-Vanier in Par¬ 
liament and at Queen's Park. 
Few ridings are more closely 
associated with the long¬ 
standing struggle of Ontario’s 
francophone community to 
maintain its place on the prov¬ 
ince’s map. 

In 1916, it was the site of a 
memorable standoff between 
French-language parents and 
the Ontario government. In 
protest against regulation 
17 — which limited French- 
language instruction to the 
first two years of elementary 
school — the mothers and 
grandmothers of the students 
of Ecole Guigues in Ottawa’s 
lower town set up a human 
chain to protect its classrooms 
from police interference. 

When the authorities 
showed up, the women 
famously fought back with 
hatpins and sewing scissors.

to’s French-language elemen¬ 
tary schools ■— Ecole Jeanne- 
ljjoie — is named in honour 
of a teacher who opened a 
then-illegal French school after 
losing her job for teaching 
francophone students in their 
mother tongue.

anus against prime minister 
Pierre Trudeau. 

Gauthier did not support 
the 1982 pat nation of the 
Constitution because it did 
not include the recognition of 
French as an official language 
of Ontario, on par with Eng 
lisb. But he did have input on 
the wording of the section of 
the Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms that deals with minority 
education rights. Shortly after 
it came into effect, the Ontario 
Court of Appeal ruled that 
the English-speaking minor¬ 
ity in Quebec and its French- 
speaking counterparts across 
Canada had the constitutional 
right, per the new charter, to 


run their own schools. 

Belanger earned his stripes 
on the front line of the fight 
to overturn a 1997 provincial 
decision to shut down Moot- 
fort hospital — Canada's only 
FrencManguage university 
teaching hospital west of Que¬ 
bec. Five years and two pm- 
Monfbrt court victories later, 
Tony Clement, as the theoOn- 
tario health minister, waved 
the white flag on behalf of the 
Conservative government. 

Today no one questions 
Montfbrt’s. existence. There is 
a tentative plan afoot to create 
a French-Language university 
in Ontario. Earlier this year 
premier Kathleen Wynne of 1 
fered the province’s franco¬ 
phone community an official 
apology for regulation 17. But 
Belanger would not have con¬ 
sidered his work done. 

He would have liked Ottawa 
— Canada's capital — to de¬ 
clare itself officially bilingual. 
Had he not lost tils liealtli lie 
would have had a chat with 
Justice Minister Jody Wilson- 
Raybould about her conten¬ 
tion that a Supreme Court 
judge can be considered func¬ 
tionally bilingual even if he or 
she can't hold a conversation 
in French. 

Ottawa-Vanier is no longer 
home to as tightly knit a 
francophone community as 
it was a few decades ago. Tlie 
proportion of French-Speaking 
voters who call it home has de¬ 
clined, But it remains an iconic 
riding for the FrancoOntarian 
minority. It is also one of the 
safest liberal ridings in the 
country. There will be no lack 
of contenders to fill the seat. 
Belanger would not wish for a 
faint-hearted successor.

A broken justice 
system leaves us 
judging the judges 



it's been a bad week for Terry 
Semenuk. 

The Alberta Judge is pre¬ 
siding over a horrific case of 
gang rape, where a 17-yeai- 
old girl was kidnapped from 
a bus stop in 2-014 and raped 
repeatedly over eight hours 
by two brothers, who have 
pleaded guilty. 

But that's his job. What's 
been especially bad for 
Semenuk is the way he's 
handled perhaps the most 
validating part of the criminal 
justice system for victims who 
find a way to come forward, 
and who win a conviction: the 
victim impact statement, 

In what appears to be an 
entirely inexplicable move, 
Semenuk not only denied 
a request for the young 
woman's victim impact state¬ 
ment to be read aloud in 
court by the Crown — he 
then barred the media bom 
obtaining it. 

if Semenuk has good rea¬ 
son for either ruling, he's failed 
to offer it. A Crown reading 
the statement might contra¬ 
vene the Criminal Code, and it 
might conflict with a publica¬ 
tion ban on the victim's iden¬ 
tity, he's reportedly said. 

Neither, according to legal 
observers, make any sense. 
Victim impact statements are 
routinely read by Crown at¬ 
torneys in Toronto, and the 
public and media are routinely 
given access to victims' iden¬ 
tities and then expected to 
follow any publication ban. 

Unfortunately for Semenuk, 
judges of sexual assault trials 
are under unprecedented 
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scrutiny these days. Thanks to 
Justice Robin Camp, who in 
2014 asked a rape complain¬ 
ant "Why couldn't you just 
keep your knees, together?" 
we knowhow ignorant our 
bench can be. Thanks to a 
two-year, Ghorneshi-fuelled 
national conversation, we 
know how flippantly our 
justice system treats sexual 
assault. That's not a matter 
of opinion: Research shows 
about 05 per cent of sexual 
assaults make it to court. And 
unfortunately for judges, they 
often become the faces of the 
whole sorry, sloppy, ineffect¬ 
ive mess. Because so much of 
what's wrong with the system 
lies burled in police reports 
we never see and cases we 
never hea r a bout, j udges a re 
the visible tip of the sickened 
iceberg. 

In the wake of the Stanford 
rape case, it's hard to believe 
Semenuk would be unaware 
of the power and dignity of¬ 
fered to victims when these 
statements are publicized. 
Perhaps he also noticed how 
much attention they can draw 
to a judge and his decisions. 

Or perhaps he's genuine¬ 
ly ignorant of how they are, 
to use the words of activist 
Farrah Khan, “one of the few 
accommodations we offer 

survivors." 

"Why can't we honour 
that?" she asked. Really, why 
couldn't Semenuk? 

The answer is: We have no 
idea. And our judges have 
to do a lot better than that. 
When they don't, you can hot 
well he watching. 
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It's hard to tell who 
was more starstruck — 
four-time Rio gold 
medallist Simone Biles or 
Zac Efron, who spent the 
week tweeting about the 
US, gymnast, They met 
at t he Ga m es t his week.

Imagine being accused of a aime 
you didn't commit. Could you 
defend yourself or are there se¬ 
crets in ymu past that might not 
look too savoury or be hard to 
explain to investigating police 
and probing media? 

It’s been the premise behind 
many movies and television 
shows, and now that horrifying 
scenario is at the core of Toron¬ 
to author Shari La pern's inter¬ 
national breakout novel. The 
Couple Nest Door. 

The domestic thriller follows 
Anne and Marco Conti, a seem¬ 
ingly happy and well-off couple 
with a new baby. Com. 

When their babysitter urn cels 
right before a dinner party at 
the neighbour's house, Marco 
convinces Anne, who is suffering 
from postpartum depression, to 


leave Cora at home with a baby 
monitor. 

but when Com is discovered 
missing from her crib, the new 
parents find themselves the Mo. 
1 suspects in the crime. The story 
digs deep into each of their emo¬ 
tions, following their every move 
throughout the investigation, 
with a plot that doesn't stop sur¬ 
prising until literally the very 
last page. 

On paper, Lapena. doesn't 
come across as Canada's next 
big grip-lit star. 

She had a lifelong dream of 
becoming a writer, but went 
into law as a “practical choice." 
She then became an Hnglish 
teacher, which suited her career 
aspirations much better, but 17 
years ago after the birth of her 
child, decided to try out writ¬ 
ing full-time. Lnpena wrote two 
“quiet literary novels," Things 
Oo Living and Happiness Eco¬ 
nomics. which was shortlisted 
for the 2012 Stephen Leacock 
Medal for Humour ]she lost to 
Patrick deWitt’s The Sisters 
Brothers), but deep down had al¬ 
ways wanted to write el thriller. 

“T didn't think ] had it in me," 
she says, laughing. 

“Plotting has never been my 
strength so 1 w r as intimidated 


with the idea because 1 know 
the plotting has to be airtight 
and perfect and full of twists.” 

She decided to give it a shot 
anyway, thinking that if the 
manuscript didn't work out, she 
could always shelve the s tory and 
never show anyone. 

“But the plot came along quite 
naturally, it was easier than ] 
thought,” Lapena says. 

It’s a good thing Lapena 
stuck to her idea: T he Couple 
Next Door ls a life-changer. The 
novel has sold in more than 20 
international territories, and is 
already on The iunday Times’ 
bestseller list since being re¬ 
leased in the UK. in July. Al¬ 
though Lapena's novel has little 
in common plot-wise with other 
successful domestic thrillers 
such as Gillian Flynn's Gone 
Girl and Paula Hawkins' The 
Girl on the Train, it has found 
a fan base with readers who 
enjoy stories where evil lurks 
behind the walls of nice sub¬ 
urban homes. 

“There seems to be a lot of in¬ 
terest in normEil settings. I don't 
know if people can better re Lite 
to them or find them so much 
more darker and twisted,” says 
lapena. “I love spy thrillers but 
most people are not spies or aim-

inal lawyers, but they do have 
families and homes so they can 
identify with what's going on in 
their homes." 

So now that Lapena has more

so fun to do. 1 think 1 have a nat¬ 
ural bent for it.”

NEW MEMOIR 

Leon Wildes 
took on Nixon to 
keep ex-lieatle 
ill the U.S. 

Former Beaflejohn Lennon was 
living quietly in New York with 
hb wife, Yak'o Odd, seeking ltls- 
tody of Yoko's daughter by her 
first husband. It was 1972. the 
era ofWntergate, a paranoid time 
when president Kkhnrd Nixon 
believed everyone on the left 
was out to get him. Lennon had 
spoken out in support of radical 
causes and ergo was wiretapped, 
followed and, finally, threatened 
with deportation since he wasn't 
a LLS. citizen. In order to light 
this, Lennon and Qno hired im¬ 
migration lawyer Leon Wildes, 
who tells the tale of his legal 
efforts on behalf of the couple 
in John Lennon vs. the U.S.A: 
The Inside Story of the Most 
Bitterly Contested and influen¬ 
tial Deportation Case in United 
States History. He talks about 
his book here. 

Its hard to believe that when 
you took on Ia'kiduu\ case 
you'd newer heard of him. The 
Beatles had been the most 
famous rock band in the 
world. 

1 grew up in a little town in 
Pennsylvania and we weren’t 
very sophisticated. It was only 
when 1 came to New York 
that I expanded my view, but 
even then, 1 was never into 
that kind of music. One day. 
after coming back from the 
Lennons' apartment in Green-

wicb Village, I was in a taxicab 
and ] asked the driver if he 
knew who John Lennon was. 
He looked at me as if J was 
really weird. "John Lennon is 
the greatest musician in the 
world," be said. He asked me 
who 1 thought was the most 
famous musician in the world 
and 1 said Ludwig van Beethov¬ 
en. The driver said many more 
millions would have heard 
John Lennon than Beethoven. 

St made me appreciative of 
Lennon's very special charac¬ 
ter. He didn’t act like he was 
one ufthe greatest musicians. 

lhc list of people who Here 
wining to eomc and testily 
On John’s behalf was ;inu/- 
in&, 

1 asked John and Yoko lo give 


me a list of friends, They met 
Gloria Swanson in a health- 
food store. As a result we 
actually got her to testify, I 
didn't have to ask any one of 
these famous people They 
simply volunteered. One of 
the people who was at the 
hearing and was disappointed 
that he didn't gel Lu testily 
was Jack Nicholson, Everybody 
knew John Lennon and every¬ 
one wanted to protest. 

It Li hard to believe the gov¬ 
ernment would spend so 
much energy going after 
John ;ind Yoko. All they were 
trying to do, really, was get 
custody of Yoko V daughter 
from herex-hii^band, Tony 
Cox. The only blip was John's 
conviction for hashish pos¬ 


session, and even that wasn't 
very strong. 

He had pled guilty in England 
to possessing cannabis resin; it 
had been planted on him but 
he pled guilty just to get rid 
of the case and Lo keep Yuku 
out of it. Bm in American im¬ 
migration law. hashish is not 
even mentioned; there is a 
proscription against marijuana 
as an illegal drug, not hashish 
or cannabis resin. A deporta¬ 
tion case against a person with 
marijuana is a strong case and 
there is hardly anything that 
can be done. That is what the 
government had up its sleeve 
against John, but he had spe¬ 
cial permission to visit the 
United Stales,

possession," That law still 
stands. 

This really was a pol itlcal 
milier than a legal ease,. an 
abuseimmigration law'; 
Did anything change in the 
law at tltat ti me to make it 
easier tor those seeki ng resi¬ 
dence in the United Mates? 

1 know 9/n threw another 
kink into the works, hut 
prior to rhat, did the Lennon 
case help? 

1 think that it did. In my 
practice we were able to help 
people based on what was de¬ 
termined in the Lennon case, 
President Obama worked 
to allow children who were 
brought Into the U,S„ illegally, 
under the age of 1(5 to 
get a driver's licence 
when they get older, 
admission to college 
and world ng papers, 
and so on, I have been 
writing this book for 
40 years, but it was a 
result of the hopeful 
anticipation that the 
president would use 
his administrative 
power to help young 
immigrants that 
pushed me to finish,

FIFA seeking bans in 
match-fixing case 


FIFA ethics prosecutors want a 
six-year ban tor a former South 
Africa Football Association 
president in a long-running 
case of fixed friendlies played 
ahead of the 2010 World Cup 
by the host nation.

Stanford 
rusher looks 
to improve on 
massive 2015 

Now here’s a scary thought for 
defences facing Stanford this 
season. 

One year after shattering Barry 
Sanders' 27-yearold record for all¬ 
purpose yards in a season. Heis- 
man 'Ifophy runner-up Christian 
McCaffrey is back for his junior 
season as a ^ sigtiifiratiriy 1 * better 
player. according to his coach. 

Tm not trying to say he’ll 
get more yards this year than 
he did last year. That's not what 
Jin talking about,” coach David 
Shaw said. "Tm talking about a 
young man who's maturing He's 
a year older. His body is still ma¬ 
turing. He's stronger, he's fttster 
He knows the offence better. 
Jt's been exciting knowing how 
much easier things are for him 
and also how hard he works.” 

It will be hard to top what Mc¬ 
Caffrey did last season when he 
ran for 2.019 yards, added 645 
yards receiving and '1,200 on 
returns w r hile scoring 15 TDs 
and setting the NCAA record 
with 3,364 all-purpose yards — 
614 more than Sanders had in 
his Heisman Trophy-winning 
1988 season. But McCaffrey sees 
room for improvement and has 
become bigger, faster and more 
knowledgeable. He is so well- 
versed in Stanford's playbook

McCaffrey showed no 
signs of slowing down last 
season despite more than 
400 touches on offence 
and special teams, gaining 
461 yards in the Pac-12 title 
game against USC and

players on almost every play. 

“That's something I've tried to 
harp on,” he said. “Tm not per¬ 
fect on all of them. But definitely 
knowing what they're going to 
do makes my job a lot easier....

tew players have ever done as 


much on the field as McCaffrey 
did last year. He was a top run¬ 
ner both inside and when he got 
out in space. He was Stanford's 
leading receiver as well, beating 
defences out of the brickfield or 
when he lined up outside. 

He was also a dangerous re¬ 
turner who turned mundane 
special teams plays into must- 
watch events and he even threw 
two touchdown passes. 

With a new QB running the 
offence and three new starters 
on the offensive line, McCaffrey 
may have to cany an even big¬ 
ger load this season and Shaw 
believes his body tan handle it. 

“We're going to find everyway 
humanly possible to get him the 
ball, similar to what we did a year 
ago." Shaw said. “I don't worry 
about stuff like that. ... we'll let 
him do whatever be tan to help 
us wan football games."
